Is  not  21 
this  he  that  in  Jerusalem  made  havock  of  them  which 
called  on  this  name  'I  and  he  had  come  hither  for  this 
intent,  that  he  might  bring  them  hound  before  the  chief 
priests.  But  Saul  increased  the  more  in  strength,  and  22 
confounded  the  Jews  which  dwelt  at  Damascus,  jirov- 
ing  that  this  is  the  Christ. 

And  when  many  days  were  fulfilled,  the  Jews  took  23

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They  therefore  that  were  scattered  abroad  upon  the  19 
tribulation  that  arose  about  Stephen  travelled  as  far  as 
Phoenicia,  and  Cyprus,  and  Antioch,  speaking  the  word 
to  none  save  only  to  Jews.  But  there  were  some  of  20 
them,  men  of  Cyprus  and  Cyrene,  who,  when  they 
were  come  to  Antioch,  spake  unto  the  ^Greeks  also, 
preaching  the  Lord  Jesus.  And  the  hand  of  the  Lord  21 
was  with  them  :  and  a  great  number  that  believed 
turned  unto  the  Lord.  And  the  rejDort  concerning  22 
them  came  to  the  ears  of  the  church  which  was  in 
Jerusalem ;  and  they  sent  forth  Barnabas  as  far  as 
Antioch :  who,  when  he  was  come,  and  had  seen  the  23

50  But  the  Jews  urged  on  the  devout  women  of  honour¬ 
able  estate,  and  the  chief  men  of  the  city,  and  stirred 
up  a  persecution  against  Paul  and  Barnahas,  and  cast 

51  them  out  of  their  borders.  But  they  shook  off  the  dust 
of  their  feet  against  them,  and  came  unto  Iconium.

But  when  Cephas  came  to  Antioch,  I  resisted  him  ll 
to  the  face,  because  he  stood  condemned.  For  before  12 
that  certain  came  from  James,  he  did  eat  with  the 
Gentiles :  but  when  they  came,  he  drew  back  and 
separated  himself,  fearing  them  that  were  of  the  cir¬ 
cumcision,  And  the  rest  of  the  Jews  dissembled  13 
likewise  with  him ;  insomuch  that  even  Barnabas  was 
carried  away  with  their  dissimulation.  But  when  I  14 
saw  that  they  walked  not  uprightly  according  to  the 
truth  of  the  gospel,  I  said  unto  Cephas  before  them 
all.  If  thou,  being  a  Jew,  livest  as  do  the  Gentiles, 
and  not  as  do  the  Jews,  how  compellest  thou  the 
Gentiles  to  live  as  do  the  Jews'?  We  being  Jews  by  15 
nature,  and  not  sinners  of  the  Gentiles,  yet  knowing  16 
that  a  man  is  not  justified  by  ^  the  works  of  the  law, 
®save  through  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  even  we  believed 
on  Christ  Jesus,  that  we  might  be  justified  by  faith  in 
Christ,  and  not  by  the  works  of  the  law  :  because  by 
the  works  of  the  law  shall  no  flesh  be  justified.  But  17 
if,  while  we  sought  to  be  justified  in  Christ,  we  our¬ 
selves  also  were  found  sinners,  is  Christ  a  minister  of 
sin  ?  God  forbid.  For  if  I  build  up  again  those  things  18 
which  I  destroyed,  I  prove  myself  a  transgressor. 
For  I  through  Hhe  law  died  unto  Hhe  law,  that  I  might  19 
live  unto  God.  I  have  been  crucified  with  Christ ;  20 
®yet  I  live  ;  and  yet  no  longer  I,  but  Christ  liveth  in 
me  ;  and  that  life  which  I  now  live  in  the  flesh  I  live 
in  faith,  the  faith  which  is  in  the  Son  of  God,  who 
loved  me,  and  gave  himself  up  for  me.  I  do  not  make  21 
void  the  grace  of  God  :  for  if  righteousness  is  through 
^the  law,  then  Christ  died  for  nought.

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should  all  everywhere  repent :  inasmuch  as  he  ha  1  31 
appointed  a  day,  in  the  which  he  will  judge  the  world 
in  righteousness  »by  Hhe  man  whom  he  hath  ordained, 
whereof  he  hath  given  assurance  unto  all  men,  in  t  la 
he  hath  raised  him  from  the  dead.

And  when  he  had  10 
seen  the  vision,  straightway  we  sought  to  go  forth  into 
Macedonia,  concluding  that  God  had  called  us  for  to 
preach  the  gospel  unto  them. 


And  Paul  22 


stood  in  the  midst  of  the  Areopagus,  and  said. 

Ye  men  of  Athens,  in  all  things  I  perceive  that 
ye  are  somewhat  superstitious.  For  as  I  passed  23 
along,  and  observed  the  objects  of  your  worship,  I 
found  also  an  altar  with  this  inscription,  ®  to  an 
UNKNOWN  GOD.  What  therefore  ye  worship  in  igno¬ 
rance,  this  set  I  forth  unto  you.  The  God  that  made  24 
the  world  and  all  things  therein,  he,  being  Lord  of 
heaven  and  earth,  dwelleth  not  in  ^  temples  made  with 
hands ;  neither  is  he  served  by  men’s  hands,  as  though  25 
he  needed  anything,  seeing  he  himself  giveth  to  all 
life,  and  breath,  and  all  things ;  and  he  made  of  one  26 
every  nation  of  men  for  to  dwell  on  all  the  face  of  the 
earth,  having  determined  their  appointed  seasons,  and 
the  bounds  of  their  habitation ;  that  they  should  seek  27 
God,  if  haply  they  might  feel  after  him,  and  find  him, 
though  he  is  not  far  from  each  one  of  us :  for  in  him  28 
we  live,  and  move,  and  have  our  being ;  as  certain 
even  of  your  own  poets  have  said.  For  we  are  also 
his  offspring.  Being  then  the  offspring  of  God,  29 
we  ought  not  to  think  that  ®the  Godhead  is  like 
unto  gold,  or  silver,  or  stone,,  graven  by  art  and  device 
of  man.  The  times  of  ignorance  therefore  God  over-  30 
looked ;  but  now  he  ®  commandeth  men  that  they 
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And  from  Miletus  he  sent  to  Ephesus,  and  called  to  17 
him  the  '  elders  of  the  church.  And  when  they  were  18 
come  to  him,  he  said  unto  them, 

Ye  yourselves  know,  from  the  first  day  that  I  set 
foot  in  Asia,  after  what  manner  I  was  with  you  all  the 
time,  serving  the  Lord  with  all  lowliness  of  mind,  and  19 
with  tears,  and  with  trials  which  befell  me  by  the  plots 
of  the  Jews:  how  that  I  shrank  not  from  declaring  unto  20 
you  anything  that  was  profitable,  and  teaching  you

they  opposed  themselves,  and  ^  blasphemed,  he  shook 
out  his  raiment,  and  said  unto  them.  Your  blood  he 
upon  your  own  heads ;  I  am  clean :  from  henceforth 
7  I  will  go  unto  the  Gentiles.

And  now,  behold,  I  go  22 
bound  in  the  spirit  unto  Jerusalem,  not  knowing  the 
things  that  shall  befall  me  there  :  save  that  the  Holy  23

28  Be  it  known  therefore  unto  you,  that  this  salvation  of 
God  is  sent  unto  the  Gentiles ;  they  will  also  hear. 
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And  as  they  ministered  to  the  Lord,  and  fasted,  2 
the  Holy  Ghost  said.  Separate  me  Barnahas  and  Saul 
for  the  work  whereunto  I  have  called  them.  Then,  3 
when  they  had  fasted  and  prayed  and  laid  their  hands 
on  them,  they  sent  them  away.

And  they  said.  Into  John’s  baptism.  And  Paul  said,  4 
John  baptized  with  the  baptism  of  repentance,  saying 
unto  the  people,  that  they  should  believe  on  him  which 
should  come  after  him,  that  is,  on  Jesus.  And  when  5 
they  heard  this,  they  were  baptized  into  the  name

7  for  the  letter  killeth,  but  the  spirit  giveth  life.  But  if 
the  ministration  of  death,  ^  written,  and  engraven  on 
stones,  came  Hvith  glory,  so  that  the  children  of  Israel 
could  not  look  stedfastly  upon  the  face  of  Moses  for 
the  glory  of  his  face  ;  which  glory  ^  was  passing  away : 

8  how  shall  not  rather  the  ministration  of  the  spirit  be 

9  with  glory  1  ^  For  if  the  ministration  of  condemnation 

is  glory,  much  rather  doth  the  ministration  of  right- 

10  eousness  exceed  in  glory.  For  verily  that  which  hath 
been  made  glorious  hath  not  been  made  glorious  in 
this  respect,  by  reason  of  the  glory  that  surpasseth. 

11  For  if  that  which  ^passeth  away  was  ®with  glory,  much 
more  that  which  remaineth  is  in  glory. 

12  Having  therefore  such  a  hope,  we  use  great  boldness 

13  of  speech,  and  are  not  as  Moses,  who  put  a  veil  upon 
his  face,  that  the  children  of  Israel  should  not  look 
stedfastly  ''on  the  end  of  that  which  ®was  passing 

14  away  ;  but  their  ® minds  were  hardened  :  for  until  this 
very  day  at  the  reading  of  the  old  ®  covenant  the  same 
veil  remaineth  unlifted;  which  veil  is  done  away  in 

in  Christ.  But  unto  this  day,  whensoever  Moses  is  read, 

IG  a  veil  lieth  upon  their  heart.  But  whensoever  '4t  shall 

17  turn  to  the  Lord,  the  veil  is  taken  away.  Now  the 
Lord  is  the  Spirit :  and  where  the  Spiiit  of  the  Lord 

18  is,  there  is  liberty.  But  we  all,  with  unveiled  face 

reflecting  as  a  mirror  the  glory  of  the  Lord,  are 
transformed  into  the  same  image  from  glory  to  glory, 
even  as  from  ^®the  Lord  the  Spiiit.

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There  is  therefore  now  no  condemnation  to  them  8 
that  are  in  Christ  Jesus.  For  the  law  of  the  Spirit  of  2 
life  in  Christ  Jesus  made  me  free  from  the  law  of  sin 
and  of  death.  For  what  the  law  could  not  do,  ®  in  3 
that  it  was  weak  through  the  flesh,  God,  sending  his 
own  Son  in  the  likeness  of  ®  sinful  flesh  and  as  an 
offering  for  sin,  condemned  sin  in  the  flesh :  that  the  4 
“ordinance  of  the  law  might  be  fulfilled  in  us,  who 

5  walk  not  after  the  flesh,  but  after  the  spirit.  For  they 
that  are  after  the  flesh  do  mind  the  things  of  the  flesh  ; 
but  they  that  are  after  the  spirit  the  things  of  the 

6  spirit.  For  the  mind  of  the  flesh  is  death ;  but  the 

7  mind  of  the  spirit  is  life  and  peace :  because  the  mind 
of  the  flesh  is  enmity  against  God ;  for  it  is  not  sub- 

8  ject  to  the  law  of  God,  neither  indeed  can  it  be :  and 

9  they  that  are  in  the  flesh  cannot  please  God.  But  ye 
are  not  in  the  flesh,  but  in  the  spii'it,  if  so  be  that  the 
Spirit  of  God  dwelleth  in  you.  But  if  any  man  hath 

10  not  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  he  is  none  of  his.  ^  And  if 
Christ  is  in  you,  the  body  is  dead  because  of  sin  *,  but 

11  the  spirit  is  life  because  of  righteousness.  But  if  the 
Spirit  of  him  that  raised  up  Jesus  from  the  dead  dwell¬ 
eth  in  you,  he  that  raised  up  Christ  Jesus  from  the  dead 
shall  quicken  also  your  mortal  bodies  Ghrough  his 
Spirit  that  dwelleth  in  you. 

12  So  then,  brethren,  we  are  debtors,  not  to  the  flesh, 

13  to  live  after  the  flesh :  for  if  ye  live  after  the  flesh,  ye 
must  die;  but  if  by  the  spirit  ye  ^ mortify  the  ^ deeds 

14  of  the  body,  ye  shall  live.  For  as  many  as  are  led  by 

15  the  Spirit  of  God,  these  are  sons  of  God.  For  ye 
received  not  the  spirit  of  bondage  again  unto  fear ; 
but  ye  received  the  spirit  of  adoption,  whereby  we 

16  cry,  Abba,  Father.  The  Spirit  himself  beareth  wit- 

17  ness  with  our  spirit,  that  we  are  children  of  God :  and 
if  children,  then  heirs ;  heirs  of  God,  and  joint-heirs 
with  Christ ;  if  so  be  that  we  suffer  with  him,  that 
we  may  be  also  glorified  with  him. 


And  in  like  manner  the  Spirit  also  helpeth  our  in-  26 
firmity :  for  we  know  not  how  to  pray  as  we  ought ; 
but  the  Spirit  himself  maketh  intercession  for  us  with 
groanings  which  cannot  be  uttered ;  and  he  that  search-  27 
eth  the  hearts  knoweth  what  is  the  mind  of  the  Spirit, 

®  because  he  maketh  intercession  for  the  saints  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  tv  ill  of  God.

Howbeit  we  speak  wisdom  among  the  *  perfect :  yet  6 
a  wisdom  not  of  this  ®  world,  nor  of  the  rulers  of  this 
®  world,  which  are  coming  to  nought :  but  we  speak  7 
God’s  wisdom  in  a  mystery,  even  the  wisdom  that  hath 
been  hidden,  which  God  foreordained  before  the  worlds 
unto  our  glory  :  which  none  of  the  rulers  of  this  world  8 
knoweth :  for  had  they  known  it,  they  would  not  have 
crucified  the  Lord  of  glory  :  but  as  it  is  written,  9 

Things  which  eye  saw  not,  and  ear  heard  not. 

And  which  entered  not  into  the  heart  of  man. 
Whatsoever  things  God  prepared  for  them  that 
love  him. 

®But  unto  us  God  revealed  '^them  through  the  Spirit:  10 
for  the  Spirit  searcheth  all  things,  yea,  the  deep 
things  of  God.  For  who  among  men  knoweth  the  11 
things  of  a  man,  save  the  spirit  of  the  man,  which  is 
in  him  1  even  so  the  things  of  God  none  knoweth,  save 
the  Spirit  of  God.  But  we  received,  not  the  spirit  12 
of  the  world,  but  the  spirit  which  is  of  God ;  that 
we  might  know  the  things  that  are  freely  given  to  us 
by  God.  Which  things  also  we  speak,  not  in  words  13 
which  man’s  wisdom  teacheth,  but  which  the  Spirit 
teacheth  ;  ®  ®  comparing  spiritual  things  with  spiritual. 
Now  the  natural  man  receiveth  not  the  things  of  the  14 
Spirit  of  God  :  for  they  are  foolishness  unto  him  ;  and 
he  cannot  know  them,  because  they  are  spiritually 
judged.  But  he  that  is  spiritual  judgeth  all  things,  15 
and  he  himself  is  ^“judged  of  no  man.  For  who  hath  16 
known  the  mind  of  the  Lord,  that  he  should  instruct 
him  1  But  we  have  the  mind  of  Christ. 


But  she  is  happier  if  she  abide’ 


as  she  is,  after  my  judgement :  and  I  think  that  I  also 
have  the  Spirit  of  God. 


Wherefore  I  give  you  to 


understand,  that  no  man  speaking  in  the  Spirit  of  God 
saith,  Jesus  is  anathema;  and  no  man  can  say,  Jesus 
is  Lord,  but  in  the  Holy  Spirit.

But  certain  also  of  the  strolling 
Jews,  exorcists,  took  upon  them  to  name  over  them 
which  had  the  evil  spirits  the  name  of  the  Lord  J esus, 
saying,  I  adjure  you  by  Jesus  whom  Paul  preacheth. 

14  And  there  were  seven  sons  of  one  Sceva,  a  Jew,  a 

15  chief  priest,  which  did  this.  And  the  evil  spirit 
answered  and  said  unto  them,  J  esus  I  ^  know,  and 

16  Paul  I  know ;  but  who  are  ye  1  And  the  man  in  whom 
the  evil  spirit  was  leaped  on  them,  and  mastered  both

And  this  be¬ 
came  known  to  all,  both  J ews  and  Greeks,  that  dwelt

But  when  Paul  perceived  that  the  one  part  6 
were  Sadducees,  and  the  other  Pharisees,  he  cried  out 
in  the  council.  Brethren,  I  am  a  Pharisee,  a  son  of 
Pharisees :  touching  the  hope  and  resurrection  of  the 
dead  I  am  called  in  question.  And  when  he  had  so  7 
said,  there  arose  a  dissension  between  the  Pharisees 
and  Sadducees :  and  the  assembly  was  divided.  For  8 
the  Sadducees  say  that  there  is  no  resurrection,  nei¬ 
ther  angel,  nor  spirit :  but  the  Pharisees  confess  both. 
And  there  arose  a  great  clamour :  and  some  of  the  9 
scribes  of  the  Pharisees’  part  stood  up,  and  strove, 
saying,  ^Ve  find  no  evil  in  this  man  t  and  what  if 
a  spirit  hath  spoken  to  him,  or  an  angel  1

speak,  Paul  answered. 

Forasmuch  as  I  know  that  thou  hast  been  of  many 
years  a  judge  unto  this  nation,  I  do  cheerfully  make 

11  my  defence  :  seeing  that  thou  canst  take  knowledge, 
that  it  is  not  more  than  twelve  days  since  I  went  up  to 

12  worship  at  Jerusalem:  and  neither  in  the  temple  did 
they  find  me  disputing  with  any  man  or  stirring  up  a 

13  crowd,  nor  in  the  synagogues,  nor  in  the  city.  Neither 
can  they  prove  to  thee  the  things  whereof  they  now 

14  accuse  me.  But  this  I  confess  unto  thee,  that  after 
the  Way  which  they  call  ^  a  sect,  so  serve  I  the  God 
of  our  fathers,  believing  all  things  which  are  according 
to  the  law,  and  which  are  written  in  the  prophets : 

15  having  hope  toward  God,  which  these  also  themselves 
^look  for,  that  there  shall  be  a  resurrection  both  of  the 

16  just  and  unjust.  Herein  do  I  also  exercise  myself  to 
have  a  conscience  void  of  ofi"ence  toward  God  and 

17  men  alway.  Now  after  ®many  years  I  came  to  bring 


18  alms  to  my  nation,  and  offerings:  ® amidst  wliicli  they 
found  me  purified  in  the  temple,  with  no  crowd, 
nor  yet  with  tumult:  hut  there  were  certain  Jews 

19  from  Asia — who  ought  to  have  been  here  before  thee, 
and  to  make  accusation,  if  they  had  aught  against  me. 

20  Or  else  let  these  men  themselves  say  what  wrong¬ 
doing  they  found,  when  I  stood  before  the  council, 

21  except  it  be  for  this  one  voice,  that  I  cried  standing 
among  them.

Now  we  know  that  what  things  soever  the  law  saitlqit  19 
speaketh  to  them  that  are  under  the  law ;  that  every 
mouth  may  be  stopped,  and  all  the  world  may  be 
brought  under  the  judgement  of  God:  because  ^by  Hhe  20 
works  of  the  law  shall  no  flesh  be  ®  justified  in  his  sight : 
for  Hhrough  the  law  eoraeth  the  knowledge  of  sin.  But  21 
now  apart  from  the  law  a  righteousness  of  God  hath 
been  manifested,  being  witnessed  by  the  law  and  the 
prophets ;  even  the  righteousness  of  God  through  22

5  Eebuke  not  an  elder,  but  exhort  him  as  a  father ; 

2  the  younger  men  as  brethren :  the  elder  women  as 

3  mothers ;  the  younger  as  sisters, ^  in  all  purity.^  Ho- 

4  nour  widows  that  are  widows  indeed.  But  if  any 
widow  hath  children  or  grandchildren,  let  them  learn 
first  to  shew  piety  towards  their  own  family,  and  to 
requite  their  parents :  for  this  is  acceptable  in  the 

5  sight  of  God.  Now  she  that  is  a  widow  indeed,  and 
desolate,  hath  her  hope  set  on  God,  and  continueth 

6  in  supplications  and  prayers  night  and  day.  But  she 

that  giveth  herself  to  jDleasure  is  dead  wliile  she  liveth. 
These  things  also  command,  that  they  may  he  without  7 
reproach.  But  if  any  provideth  not  for  his  own,  and  8 
specially  his  own  household,  he  hath  denied  the  faith, 
and  is  worse  than  an  unbeliever.  Let  none  he  en-  9 
rolled  as  a  widow  under  threescore  years  old,  having 
been  the  wife  of  one  man,  well  reported  of  for  good  10 
works ;  if  she  hath  brought  up  children,  if  she  hath 
used  hospitality  to  strangers,  if  she  hath  washed  the 
saints’  feet,  if  she  hath  relieved  the  afflicted,  if  she  hath 
diligently  followed  every  good  work.  But  younger  11 
widows  refuse :  for  when  they  have  waxed  wanton 
against  Christ,  they  desire  to  marry ;  having  condemna-  12 
tion,  because  they  have  rejected  their  first  faith.  And  13 
withal  they  learn  also  to  he  idle,  going  about  from 
house  to  house  ;  and  not  only  idle,  hut  tattlers  also 
and  husybodies,  speaking  things  which  they  ought 
not.  I  desire  therefore  that  the  younger  ^  widows  14 
marry,  bear  children,  rule  the  household,  give  none 
occasion  to  the  adversary  for  reviling :  for  already  15 
some  are  turned  aside  after  Satan.  If  any  woman  16 
that  heheveth  hath  widows,  let  her  relieve  them,  and 
let  not  the  church  be  burdened  ;  that  it  may  relieve 
them  that  are  widows  indeed.

23  unto  the  Lord.  For  the  husl)and  is  the  head  of  the  wife,

24  the  saviour  of  the  body.  But  as  the  church  is  subject 
to  Christ,  ®  so  let  the  wives  also  be  to  theif-  husiiands 

25  in  everything.  Husbands,  love  your  wrves,  even  as 
Christ  also  loved  the  church,  and  gave  himself  up  tor 

26  it  •  that  he  might  sanctify  it,  having  cleansed  it  by  the 

27  ^washing  of  water  with  the  word,  that  he  might  pre¬ 
sent  the  church  to  himself  a  glorious  church,  not  having 
spot  or  wrinkle  or  any  such  thing  ;  but  that  it  should 

28  be  holy  and  without  blemish.  Even  so  ought  hus¬ 
bands  also  to  love  their  own  wives  as  their  o^TO 
bodies  He  that  loveth  his  own  wife  loveth  him  sell : 

29  for  no  man  ever  hated  his  own  flesh;  but  nourisheth 

30  and  cherisheth  it,  even  as  Christ  also  the  church ;  be- 

31  cause  we  are  members  of  his  body.  For  this  cause 
shall  a  man  leave  his  father  and  mother,  and  shall 
cleave  to  his  wife;  and  the  twain  shall  become  one 

32  flesh.  This  niystery  is  great :  but  I  speak  in  regard 

33  of  Christ  and  of  the  church.  Nevertheless  do  ye  also 
severally  love  each  one  his  own  wife  even  as  himselt ; 
and  let  the  wife  see  that  she  fear  her  husband.

For  a  man  indeed  ought 
not  to  have  his  head  veiled,  forasmuch  as  he  is  the 
image  and  glory  of  God :  but  the  woman  is  the  glory 

8  of  the  man.  For  the  man  is  not  of  the  woman  ;  but 

9  the  woman  of  the  man :  for  neither  was  the  man 
created  for  the  woman;  but  the  woman  for  the  man: 

10  for  this  cause  ought  the  woman  to  ^  have  a  sign  of 

11  authority  on  her  head,  because  of  the  angels.  How- 
beit  neither  is  the  woman  without  the  man,  noi  the 

12  man  without  the  woman,  in  the  Lord.  For  as  the 
woman  is  of  the  man,  so  is  the  man  also  by  the  wo¬ 
man  ;  but  all  things  are  of  God.  Judge  ye  ^  in  ywr-  13 
selves-  is  it  seemly  that  a  woman  pray  unto  txocL 
unveiled^  Doth  not  even  nature  _  itself  _ teach  you,  11 
that,  if  a  man  have  long  hair,  it  is_  a  dishonour  to

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34  Let  the  women  keep  silence  in  the  churches  :  for  it 
is  not  permitted  unto  them  to  speak ;  but  let  them  be

8  I  desire  therefore  that  the  men  pray  in  every  place, 
lifting  up  holy  hands,  without  wrath  and  ®  disputing. 

9  In  like  manner,  that  women  adorn  themselves  in 
modest  apparel,  with  shamefastness  and  sobriety ;  not 
with  braided  hair,  and  gold  or  pearls  or  costly  rai- 

10  ment;  but  (which  becometh  women  professing  godliness)

2  right.  Honour  thy  father  and  mother  (which  is  the 

first  commandment  with  promise),  that  it  may  be  well  3 
with  thee,  and  thou  ^mayest  live  long  on  the  ^  earth. 
And,  ye  fathers,  provoke  not  your  children  to  wrath ;  4 
but  nurture  them  in  the  chastening  and  admonition  of 
the  Lord. 

Children,  obey  your  parents  in  20

I  tiie  belly,  and  the  belly  for  meats  :  but  God  shall 

j  bring  to  nought  both  it  and  them.  But  the  body  is 

L  not  for  fornication,  but  for  the  Lord;  and  the  Lord 

for  the  body :  and  God  both  raised  the  Lord,  and  will  14 
raise  up  us  through  his  power.  Know  ye  not  that  your  15 
bodies  are  members  of  Christ  1  shall  I  then  take  away 
the  members  of  Christ,  and  make  them  members  of  a 
harlot '?  God  forbid.  Or  know  ye  not  that  he  that  16 
is  joined  to  a  harlot  is  one  body  1  for.  The  twain, 
saith  he,  shall  become  one  flesh.  But  he  that  is  joined  17 

18  unto  the  Lord  is  one  spirit.  Flee  fornication.  Every 
sin  that  a  man  doeth  is  without  the  body ;  but  he  that 
committeth  fornication  sinneth  against  his  own  body. 

19  Or  know  ye  not  that  your  body  is  a  ^  temple  of  the 
2  Holy  Ghost  which  is  in  you,  which  ye  have  from 

r  20  God  1  and  ye  are  not  your  own ;  for  ye  were  bought 

with  a  price  :  glorify  God  therefore  in  your  body. 


12  But  when  Gallic  was  proconsul  of  Achaia,  the  Jews 
with  one  accord  rose  up  against  Paul,  and  brought  him 

13  before  the  judgement-seat,  saying,  This  man  persuadeth 

14  men  to  worship  God  contrary  to  the  law.  But  when 
Paul  was  about  to  open  his  mouth,  Gallic  said  unto 
the  Jews,  If  indeed  it  were  a  matter  of  wrong  or  of 
wicked  villany,  0  ye  Jews,  reason  would  that  I  should 

15  bear  with  you  :  but  if  they  are  questions  about  words 
and  names  and  your  own  law,  look  to  it  yourselves ; 

16  I  am  not  minded  to  be  a  judge  of  these  matters.  And 

17  he  drave  them  from  the  judgement-seat.  And  they  all 
laid  hold  on  Sosthenes,  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue, 
and  beat  him  before  the  judgement-seat.  And  Gallic 
cared  for  none  of  these  things. 


He  hoped  withal  26

that  money  would  be  given  him  of  Paul :  wherefore 
also  he  sent  for  him  the  oftener,  and  communed  with 
him.  But  when  two  years  were  fulfilled,  Felix  was  27 
succeeded  by  Porcius  Festus ;  and  desiring  to  gain 
favour  with  the  Jews,  Felix  left  Paul  in  bonds.

But  Paul  said  unto  them.  They  37 


have  beaten  us  publicly,  uncondemned,  men  that  are 
Romans,  and  have  cast  us  into  prison  ;  and  do  they 
now  cast  us  out  privily  'I  nay  verily ;  but  let  them 
come  themselves  and  bring  us  out.  And  the  ®  serjeants  38 
reported  these  words  unto  the  *  magistrates  :  and  they 
feared,  when  they  heard  that  they  were  Romans ;  and  39 
they  came  and  besought  them ;  and  when  they  had 
brought  them  out,  they  asked  them  to  go  ikway  from  the 
city.

Wilt  thou  go  up  to  Jerusalem,  and  there  he  judged  of 
these  things  before  me  1  But  Paul  said,  I  am  standing  10 
before  Csesar’s  judgement-seat,  where  I  ought  to  be 

S  judged :  to  the  Jews  have  I  done  no  wrong,  as  thou 

11  also  very  well  knowest.  If  then  I  am  a  wrong-doer, 

^  and  have  committed  anything  worthy  of  death,  I 

refuse  not  to  die  :  but  if  none  of  those  things  is  true^ 
whereof  these  accuse  me,  no  man  can  ^  give  me  up 
12  unto  them.

^  13  Let  every  soul  be  in  subjection  to  the  higher  powers: 

J  for  there  is  no  power  but  of  God  ;  and  the  powers  that 

1  2  be  are  ordained  of  God.  Therefore  he  that  resisteth 

I  the  power,  withstandeth  the  ordinance  of  God :  and 

I  they  that  withstand  shall  receive  to  themselves  judge- 

1  3  ment.  For  rulers  are  not  a  terror  to  the  good  work. 


but  to  the  evil.  And  wouldest  thou  liave  no  fear  of 
the  power?  do  that  which  is  good,  and  thou  shalt

But  the  Spirit  saith  expressly,  that  in  later  times  4 
some  shall  fall  away  from  the  faith,  giving  heed  to 
seducing  spirits  and  doctrines  of  ®  devils,  through  the  2 
hypocrisy  of  men  that  speak  lies,  branded  in  their 

3  own  conscience  as  with  a  hot  iron ;  forbidding  to 
marry,  and  commanding  to  abstain  from  meats,  which 
God  created  to  be  received  with  thanksgiving  by  them 

4  that  believe  and  know  the  truth.  For  every  creature 
of  God  is  good,  and  nothing  is  to  be  rejected,  if  it  be 

5  received  with  thanksgiving  :  for  it  is  sanctified  through 
the  word  of  God  and  prayer. 

And  be  not  fashioned  according  to  this  world ;  but  2 
be  ye  transformed  by  the  renewing  of  your  mind,  that 
ye  may  prove  what  is  *the  good  and  ^acceptable  and 
perfect  will  of  God.
